Drilling, Extension 


Northwestern Utilities 1s just 
completing a $4,000,000 program 
that, in 1951, has included addi- 


tional wells in the Kinsella field 
and drilling for new gas weils in 
the Legal area, in addition to ex- 
tension of its services to thou- 
sands of new residents in Edmon- 
ton and to uew customers at Na- 
mao and St. Albert, 

This year the Company engaged 
in an exploratory program for a 
new source of natural gas supply 
in the Legal area. By the end of 
the year some $200,000 will have 
been spent on this exploratory 
work. Three wells have been 
completed, one of which was a 
fair.y good well, one has been 
abandoned and the results of the 
third have not been completely 
determined. The fourth well is 
in the process of being drilled at 
the present time. The Companiy’s 
immediate plans are for the drill- 
ing of two more wells in this 
area. 

Thirty-two and one-half miles 
of 16-inch pipe line were laid 
from the Viking Field Station to 
a point three miles west of Ryley, 
where it will be tied in to the 
company’s existing system and 
thus provide additional pipe line 
capacity for the coming winter. 
This is the first leg of a fourth 
transmiszion line from the Viking- 
Kinsella Field to the City of Ed- 
monton and was completed at a 
cost of some $1,000,000. 

Additional transmission _ line 
facilities provided this year at an 
approximate cost of $490,000 
were: some six miles of line to 
the Namao Airport north of the 
City of Edmonton; another six 
miles of line from Namao over 
to the Town of St. Albert; and 
18 miles of line from the Kinsella 
Field to the Army Camp at Wain 
wright. This latter line was not 
contemplated by the company at 
the time its budget was prepared 
early in the year but developed 
at a request from the Dominion

Government, who required addi~ 
tional natural gas facilities to 
serve the greatly expanded Army 
development at Wainwright. 
Work on the line was commenced 
toward the end of September and 
was completed early this month. 
The company also laid a distribu- 
tion system in the Camp area 
connecting buildings now in the 
process of constrretion to its 
transmission line system. 

The communities of Round Hiil 
and Gwynne were added to the 
existing system. 

Some $127,000 was snent on 
completing the new Cit: Gate 
Station and Processing Plant east 
of the City on Whyte Avenue. 

At a cost of $80,000 an addi- 
tional unit was installed in the 
company’s Compressor Station at 
the Hamlet of Poe, where the 
Company’s branch Nina t= ses 
the cities of Wetaskiwin and Red 
Deer, the towns of Camrose, 
Ponoka and Lacombe an. vue 
smaller communities, takes off 
from the main transmission line 
system. This will nrovide addi- 
tional capacity for the consum- 
ers in this area. 

An amount in excess of 
$1,000,000 has been expended 
in improvements to the company’s 
existing distribution system in the 
communities which it serves, in 
extending its distribution lines to 
new customers, the laying of ser- 
vice lines to the buildings occu- 
pied by these customers and pro- 
viding the necessary meters and 
regulators, 

A prefabricated warehouse 
building 45’x150’ has been erect- 
ed at the campany’s North Yard 
property on 106th Avenue and 
112th Street. In addition, as a

CARELESS HANDLING OF WEED 
SEEDS AND SCREENINGS 


cereenings following a year’s hard 
work to control weeds doesn’t 
make sense. The farmer has 
enough worries without trying to 
keep up with weed growth from 
seeds ceattered to the four winds. 

The Noxious Weeds Act pro- 
vides that all weed seeds and 
screenings stored, moved, sold or 
otherwise disposed of shall be 
handied safely. if you are feed- 
ing screenings make sure that they 
are fed within an enclosed feed 
lot approved by a Weed Inspector. 
Screenings in storage must be 
kept in buildings, bins, or other 
containers so constructed that 
there is no danger of the weed 
seeds leaking out and spreading 
around. If you intend to trans- 
port screenings stay within the 
law by first obtaining a permit 
from your Field Supervisor, No 
screenings may be moved unless 
they are in tight containers to
